After examining fifty sets of “ iden- 
tical” twins, Prof. H. H. Newman of 
the University of Chicago has an- 
nounced that one-half of a twin re- 
sembles half of the other twin more 
than it resembles the other half of 
himself. 

“ Identical ” twins, it was explained, 
are those which develop from a sin- 
gie germ cell, while “ fraternal” twins 
are from two germ cells which happen 
to develop simultaneously. 

“In. strikingly similar identical 
twins the right side of one twin is 
almost exactly like the right side of 
the other,”’ said the professor. “In 
those which are less obviously alike 
in other things, the right side of one 
usually resembles the left side of the 
other.” 

He also explained that if the split 
of the embryo occurs before asymune- 
try has been developed, the twins will 
both be right handed or left handed. 
If it occurs after asymmetry has been 
developed, one will be left handed and 
one right handed. Prof. Newman as- 
serted that there are more left handed 
persons among twins than among 
single born individuals.

PREATY TO REJECT.

How reconcile the new spirit supposed to have been 


‘born with the Locarno treaties and its, abnegation of 
war with the contintled presence of Senegalese troops 
in Mainz?

man becomes immune to diphtheria 
without ever having had the disease. 
The second observation which bears 
on the subject of human colds was one 
that related to certain cases of en- 
larged tonsils and sore throat. It has 
been shown that in some cases strepto- 
cocci which live in the tonsils protect 
against attacks of sore throat. Cer- 
tain nurses who had certain types of 
streptococc! in their tonsils were not 
subject to sore throat.’ After their ton- 
siles were removed they had repeated at- 
tacks of sore throat. 

While this research does not prove 
that vaccination against colds should be 
practiced, it does lay some foundation 
for it.

forced for winter blooming is y in 
this day and age, since horticultur- 
ists have learned so many ways. of 
tricking nature. In winter an increas- 
ing number of lily-of-the-valley plants 
are. to be seen in Chicago homes. 
More and more persons are learning 
how simple it is to force the pips 
of this old timer that has. been known 
for years as a cut flower and spring 
garden plant. 

The pips are sold on the market 
where bulbs are handled and they 
are forced.to clear.water. It is not 
even necessary to use soil the way 
they are now prepared for forcing. 

Forcing experts at the nationa) gar- 
den bureau say this country depends 
on Germany for the pips. They are 
preduced there by skilled gardeners 
whe know just how,to handle them. 
When the. pips have reached the right 
stage they are taken up, packed and 
shipped to the United States. They 
are kept in cold storage until taken 
--out for forcirig.

lar flowers in the entire group of 
plants that are forced to bloom in se- 
vére cold weather. The lily-of-the-val- 
ley not only produces a rich, green 
foliage that helps furnish an ideal 
beckground in the forced group of 
indoor bloomers, but it has the dainti- 
est blossom of them all.
